OTHER CONSTITUTIONAL CONVEN- 
TION MATTERS. 

Fuankkout, Ky., Feby. The 
' convention to tiny in a committee 
ot tho whole decided by a close vote 
to abolish tho office of Common- 
wealth Attorney os existing under 
the iiresent constitution and to place 
the duties and work of that office up- 
on the County Attorney, under the 
new constitution this official will 
continue bo known as that of* the 
Commonwealth’s Attorney. This it 
is claimed will bo a considerable re- 
duction in expenses to the State. 
The section as adopted is as follows: 

Sec. 1. A Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney for each county and Circuit 
t'ourt Clerk for each county shall 
bo elected, whose term of office shall 
ho six years; also a County Court 
Clerk, Suiyeyor, Coroner and Jail- 
or for each county, whose term of 
office shall be the same as that of 
the County Court. The compensa- 
tion of said Comimnwciilth’s Attor- 
neys is to bo by salsry fixed by law, 
and unifiorm in so far as the same 
shall be placed out of the State 
Treasury; but any county may make 
additional compensation to be paid 
by said connty. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 2ti. — Sever- 
al more.impdrtant sections on coun- 
ty officials were adopted in the com- 
mittee of the whole to-day. 

Section 4 says tho county attor- 
ney must be twenty fonr years old. 
and a practicing lawyer for four 
years before ho is eligible 

“Section five was adopted alter 
being amended so as to conform to 
action abolishing the office of Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney, and making 
the County Attorney, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. It provides that the 
Prosecuting Attorney and Circuit 
Court Clerk shall be elected ut the 
same time as the Circuit Judge, the 
County Attorney. Clerk. Surveyor, 
Coroner, and Jailer to be elected at 
the fame time and in the same man- 
ner us the Judge of the County 
Court. 

“Section t), A Sherifl shall be e- 
lectcd in each county by the qualifi- 
ed voters thereof, whose term of 
office shall be tour years, and until 
his successor be qualified; but no 
Sheriff shall be re eligible or act 
as deputy for the succeeding term; 
nor shall any Deputy Sheriff be eli- 
gible to the office of Sherifl' for the 
term next succeeding )the one dur- 
ing which he may have servod ns 
such deputy Provided, however, 
that the first election of Sheriffs un- 
der this Constitution shall be at the 
regular election in 18!>2, they ho’d 
office lor only two years.” 

“Section 7. A Constable shall be 
elected in each Justice’s district by 
the qualified voters thereof, at the 
same time and for the same term as 
the Sheriff, and shall posse.-s the 
same qualifications. The jurisdic- 
tion of Constables shall be co exten 
Rive with tho county in which they 
may reside. 

“Section 10. There shall be e 
lected in each county, at the fame 
time and for the same term that the 
Judge of the County Court is elect- 
ed, a County Assessors, who shall 
fiave power to appoint such assist- 
ants as may be nccetsary and pro- 
per.” 

Sac. 11, The General Assembly 
may at any time consolidate tho o- 
llices of Jailer and Sneriff in any 
county or counii*‘f is they shall 
deem most exptdici t; but in the 
event that such coi solidution ba 
made, the office of ■‘^In riff slm 1 Le 
retained, and he shall be required to 

perform tho duties of Jailor,”

— A ter- 
rible accident occurn*(r'‘on the llich- 
mtnd division of tho Pan llandio 
railroad at Hagerstown, sixteen 
miles from the city, at 3:50 o’clock 
this afternoon, in which three per- 
sons were instantly killed ai^ one 
mortal'y wounded, and who has 
since died, two seriously, possibly 
fatally, and a large number more or 
less injured.

The silver product 
of our own mines approximated 85 1,- 
.500,000 ounces, corresponding at 
the average price of silver during 
the year to 957,225,000, and at the 
coming value of silver to 970, PH, - 
015, against a product of 950.000,- 
000 fine r uncos of the commercial 
value of 857,750.000 and coining val- 
ue ol 804,401, 101 in the preceding 
year, an increase of 84.500,000 fine 
ounces in the silver product of the 
United States last year. The silver 
product of our smelters and refine- 
ries was 04,020, 027 fine ounces. 

Tho total value of the gold depos- 
ited at the mints during the calendar 
year was 950,317,105, The total 
amount of silver offered for sale to 
the Government during »lie year 
was 08,131,457 fine onneo, and the 
amount purchased :J7,504,373.75 
' fine ounces, costing 83fi ihH.SlO, the 
' average cost being 81.00 per fine 
' ounce.

as the Green river section, where 
every variety of fruit indigenous to 
tliis latitude grows in perfection: 

THE APPLE. 

.\s the apple undoubtedly stan<ls 
pre cojiiiently in value at the head 
of our lists of fruits, 1 will first no- 
tice it briefly, Dl this species there 
are several thousand varieties, but 
f.ir a sacceision of ajiplos ten months 
in the year, we need not go beyond 
the following varieties vthough many 
others may bo added or substituted, 
that will give just as goo I results!- 

Ktiiji Hummi-r . — Early Harvest, 
ll«d June, Ilcd Astraclign. 

Lah' Sitmiiiir . — Summer Pear- 
main, Maiden Blush. 

Fall . — Fall Queen, Pennsylvania 
Red Streak. 

Latf Fall Iv Fath/ Winter. — Win- 
ter Cheese, Lady Finger, Rome Beau- 
ty, Ben Davis. 

Late Winter . — Wine Sap, Linsing 
Uurg, Limber Twig, Abraia and 
Shockley. These four latter aro 
not over good in flavor, but tor their 
excellent keeping qualities they can 
not bo ignored. 

Winter apples should bo gathered 
just a.ssoon as they ripen in tbc tail, 
for keeping them through the 
winter there uie miny methods, 
such as storing them in ground cel- 
lars, etc.; but it is generally con 
sidered tlie one that gives the bc.-t 
results, and causes the fruit to re 
tain the best flavor, is to store where 
the air is excluded, and tho fruit 
will keep as dry and cool ns possible 
without freezing; though many far- 
mers very successfully keep their 
apples by barreling as they gather, 
and storing in open sheds or burns, 
wliere they take the winter freezing, 
never disturbing them while frozen 

THE PE.U'll, 

in a financial way, is next to the ap- 
ple in importance; they are more 
tender than the ajiplc, .and favorable 
loealities are required to ii.ai;o them 
profitablo. 

There are a great many varietiep, 
hut Amsden’s Juno, Alexander, 
Waterloo, Crawford’s Early, Craw- 
ford’s Late, Health, Cling and Free, 
Oldminon, Cling and Free, Annie 
Trice, and Henrietta, arc good 
enough. 

THE I’EAB, 

among the largo fruits, stands in de- 
liciouEiiess next to the peach, and 
were it not ior blight, would rank 
as the most preferable o( all our 
fruit. It is as hardy and about as 
sure a cropper as the apple. The 
blight, when it attacks a tree, rarely 
ever leaves until the tree succombs. 

There aro a number of varieties 
of recent origin that are claimed to 
be blight-proof, among which are 
the KeifTer and Le Conte. The 
fruit of tho forinor is worthless, 
whilst the tree of the latter are 
tender and the fruit below medium 
in quality. The best varieties are 
Flemish Beauty, Clapp’s Favorite, 
Bartlett, and Meckel. 

THE CHERUY, 

as a rule, is a short-lived tree. The 
sour vaiiotics are the most valuable. 

THE PLUM 

is a very valuable \iruit, both for 
home usej and for market. The 
Chickasaw varieties are as hardy as 
the apple, and are enormously pro- 
ductive. Of this type — the Wild 
Goose is the best; it is almost free 
from the attacks of the plums’ 
greatest enemy, the curculio. The 
plum is a native of this country 
in many sections of the United 
States it is found growing wild. 
It will thrive in as many different 
soils and climates us any other of 
our fruits. Salts and animal ma- 
nure are recominendod as excellent 
fertilizers for the plum. 

THE APRICOT 

Is very little known in this section 
of Kentucky. This may bo so 
counted lor by any one or all ot tho 
following reasons: The trees bloom 
out ver^ early in the season, and 
the fruit is usually killed by the 
spring frosts, if any should 
tho destruction of the frost, 
late in the season the ouroulio oomee. 
along and finishes up what the frost 
has tailed to accomplish. Tne peel 
ot tho apricot, like the peach, is 
covered with a downy coating. It 
haa a seed liko the plum; In Utvor 
it equals the peachy 



THE NBCTARINK 

is perhaps less known than tho apri- 
cot It ha« the seed and the flavor 
of the peach, with a smooth skin, 
liko tho plum, thereby rendering 
toe fruit an easy prey to tho curcu- 
I ho, of which they arc very fond. 

I With this I have montihncd the 
most important of the larger or true 
fruits. I will pass on to the emaller 
species. 

THE KTRAWItERRY 

IS, without question, tho most profit 
able of all tho small fruits. Being 
the earliest fruit that ripen^^ and 
possessing an acid that the humnni 
system at that time craves, TOfekes it 
a general favorite. No frui^within 
the last quarter of a century, by soi- 
cnoe and cultivation, hai' been 
more improved than the Btral||>erry. 
There are a great many ex^llent 
varieties, but to give a list if the 
best sot ts suitable to any teecial 
section, wh<*re they have noa been 
tried, would bo very d ffioult, owing 
to the fact that the plants are «o par- 
tial to different kinds oi soili A 
variety that would succeed? well 
planted on one plot, would pirhaps 
utterly fail planted only a few| hun- 
dred y.-irds away. As it tales a 
very short while to test the itraw- 
berry. the only correct wsy to ^cer- 
tain what varieties aro best ouited 
0 your soil is to try them, retaining 
such as prove valuable and diacard- 
ing those that are not. 



Tin; RASl-llERKY, 

in point of excellence, is second to 
tho strawberry. Ripening a little 
later than the strawberry, when 
other fruits arc beginning to corns 
in, it is not so popular as the atraw- 
berry. Of this fruit thcro are two 
species, the red and tho blackcap, 
embracing many varieties ot each. 
The red, on account of thoir siiporior 
flavor and color, are more sought 
after in the markets .than their 
black cousins, though they are not 
so hardy. Like the strawberry, it 
's host to test a few varieties to ob- 
tain finse bo.st suited to your wants 

Till-. IIUOSSIILRUY 

is one of our most hardy and valua- 
ble berries. The greatest, and 1 
might say the only obstacle 'it*' its 
culture, is tho mil lew, and thi.«, to 
a very great extent, can bo obviat- 
ed by planting in a good dry soil, 
where the plants w.ll not he ob- 
structed by the .sli'jde, as air and 
sunshine ore the life of the goose 
berry. There are a number of vari- 
eties. both (ore’gti aVid American, 
all subject to tho mildew, and their 
cultivation cannot be recommended. 
Of the .Vmerican sorts, the Hough- 
ton Soediing, all things consi'lored, 
13 perhaps the most vrluable, a.s the 
bcrncs are almost entirely exempt 
from mildew, and the plants are ex- 
ceedingly hardy and arc enormous- 
ly prixluctive. The Downing and 
Smith's Improved are both excel 
lent varieties. The berries are lar- 
ger and luoro attractive tlian tho 
Houghton, but they are more sub 
jeci to mildew, and the plants do 
not seem to bo rpiite so hardy. 

THE CfUllANT 

is a good berry, but it receives no 
attention ill this part of Kentucky. 

THE IILACKUEUKY 

is certainly the most reliable and 
hardy of all out small fruits. Since 
the beginning of civilizition a per 
pctual war of extermination has 
becd waged against it. Y’et it is 
still here, producing annual crops of 
its rich, black fruit. IVhile civiliza- 
tion has dono so much to destroy 
the blackberry, it has in turn, done 
a great deal to improve it, and right 
royally has it responded to goneroqs 
trtatraeiit, for those varieties tint 
have been cultivated for years are as 
tar Buperioi to their wild brothers 
03 a rich, luscious, budded peach is 
to a seedling. 

THE IIUCKLBIIERRY 

18 as hardy as the gooseberry. It is 
perfectly exempt from any kind oi 
disease, and does not seem to be pat- 
tial to any particular soil or situa- 
tion, but will flourish anywhere, It 
is an annual bearer of bluish-blaik 
fruit. When fully ripe is of sub- 
acid flavor, and in size not quite so 
largo as tho gooseberry. The plant 
grows about two and one-half feit 
high, and comroonco bearing the 
second year after planting. Not- 
withstanding their excellence, and 
the fact that they will iloarish' and 
bear anywhere, they aro as rare in 
most parts of this State as a pome- 
granate or a guava. 

THE URARB 

is considered by many tho most de- 
licious and most healthful of all our 
fruits. The introduotion of new va- 
rieties has been pushed with mere 
energy and perseverance, perhaps, 
than all other fruits combined, until 
we now bay* of Ameriesn grapes a 
great nuiifi^f of exoellent varieties.

relfgr.ipli wires are down in tin 
vaTey, and as all bridges are gore 
and roads impassable, no reliable 
reports can be had from there. The 
river above town is seven miles 
wide, and below the town in places 
tnc water covers the country in one 
grand lake, over fifty miles across. 
I'he railroad company v.ill not have 
tlio hlocka le raisiid for west hound 
trains for four days, and it will le 
ten d^y8 or two weeks before they 
can get East, The town has pro- 
visions sufficient for eight more days, 
and the Southern Pacific Hotel is 
feeding a thousand people a day. 

Reports from Jskuno, fifteen 
miles above here, are to the tfl'ect 
that the flood (trove the people into 
the tree tops, and many becoming 
exhausted from cold and hunger, 
dropped into the water and were 
drowned. Reports from reliable 
sources put the loss of life in the 
valley anywhere from tliiity up to 
, 100 . 

Along the valley, for two hun- 
dred miles, everything is in desola- 
tion, Costly bouses and barns have 
been washed away like playthings, 
while stock and fences have been 
carried by the flood, leaving the 
country as bare as a desert. 'Men, 
who, ten days ago, were wealthy, 
sro now homeless and piaupers. 
Eighty miles south of here, were 
5,000 Cocoptth Indians live, the 
country is flooded for eighty miles 
square, and as there are ,no hills 
for refugees, it is reported that over 
one hundred of them have drowned. 
The great valley ot the Colorado is 
one vast sea of water as the eye can 
see in every diiection. 'The river 
has fallen six feet six inches in 
thirty-six houis, and is now nearly 
at a standstill. The water is thick 
and threatens heavy rains. The 
losses in this county foot up to over 

82.000. 000, of which the railroad 
company will suffer to the extent of 

8250.000. Old Yuma will never be 
rebuilt.
